And whereas we 
for divers urgent and weighty occaſions us thereunto moving, of 
our eſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mrcer motion, did by 
vertue of our prerogative.royal and ſupreme auchority 12 _ Ee:

Seal of Ireland bearing date che one and twentieth day of Fly in 
the tenth year of our Reign, full power and authority unto the ſaid 
Archbiſhops, Biihops, Deans, Archdeacons, Chapters, Colledges, 
and Clergy of this Kingdom then allembled in convocation, in the 
ſaid Cathedral Church of St. Patrick, that they from time to time 
during the Parliament then begun at D#bliz might confer, treat,

tion, We of our Princely inclination and royal care for the main- 
tenance of the preſent eſtate and government of the Chutch of Ire- 
land by the laws of this our Realm now ſetled and eſtabliſhed, ha- 
ving diligently with great contentment and comfort read and con- 
ſidered of all theſe their ſaid Canons, Orders, Ordinances and Con- 
ſitutions agreed upon, as is before expreſſed, and finding the ſame 
ſuch, as we are perſwaded will be very profitabfe, not only to our 
Clergy, but to the whole Church of this our Kingdom ; and to all 
the rue Members of it, (if they be well obſerved.) Have therefore

Ard 
that no Miniſter whey he celebratet!) the Communion, ſh all WIEKINg- 
Iy adminiſter the ſame to any vut fuch as kneel ; Pro, ided that eve- 
ry Miniſter as often as he adminiſtrech the Communion, ſaall firſt 
receive the Sacrament himfelt. Furthermore, no Brea d nor Wine 
newly brought ſha!l be uſed, but firit the words of Inſtitution ſhall 
be rchearſed, when the faid Bread and Wine be preſented upon the 
Communion Table. Likewiſe the Miniiter ſhall e&cliver both the 
Bread and Wine to every Communicant feyerally.

Warning to be given veforct94;; a for tne Conminn. 
\ i Goal every "Lay perſon 18 boand to rceeive the hoiy 

Communion th rice every year, and many novwithitanding 
do not receive that Sacrament on<e in a year. We do require every 
Miniſter to give warning to his Pariſhioners publickly in the Church 
at morning Prayer the Se nday before e every ume of his acminiſtring 
the holy Sacrament, for the better preparation of themſelves. 
Which ſaid warning we cnj3yn the {31d Pariſhioners to accept and 
ovey, under the penalty and danzcr of the law. And the Miniſter 
of every Pariſh, and in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, ſome 
principal Miniſter of the Church ſhall the afternoon before the Jaid 
adminiſtration, give warning by the tolling of the Bell, or other- 
wiſe, to the intent, that if any have any ſcruple of conſcienc e. or 
deſire the {pecial Miniſtry of reconcil lation, he may 2 Ford it to thoſe 
that need it. And to this end t! 12 People are often to be cxhorted 
to enter into a ſpecial examination of the ſtate of tier own fouls : 
and that finding themſclve etther extreme duil, or much troubled 
m mind, they do reſort unto Gods Miniſters, to rcceive from them 


as well adviſe and counſel for the quickning of their dead hearts,

and the ſubduing of thoſe corruptions whereunto they have been 
fubject,as the benefit of abſolution likewiſe, for the quieting of their

XX. 
Notorious Offenders nat to be adnnited to the Communion. 

NO Miniſter ſhall in any wiſe admit to the receiving of the holy. 
* "Communion any of his Cure, or Flock, which be openly known 
to live in fin notorious, without repentance. Nor any who have ma- 
liciouſly and openly contended with their Neighbours, until they 
ſhall be reconaled. Nor any Churchwardevs or Sidemen. who ha- 
ving taken their Oaths to preſent to their Ordinaries all ſuch pub- 
lick offences, as they are particularly charged to inquire of in their 
ſeveral Pariſhes, ſhall notwithſtanding their ſaid Oaths, (and that 
their faithful diſcharging of them 1s the chiefeſt means whereby 
publick ſins and offences may be reformed and puniſhed) wittingly 
ard willingly, desperately and irreligiouſly incurr the horrible 
crime of Perjury, either in neglecting, or refuſing to preſent ſuch of 
the ſaid enormitics and publick offences, as they know theniſelves 
to bz committed in their ſaid Pariſhes,or are notoriouſly offenſive to 
the Congregation there, although they be urged by ſome of their 
neighbours, or by their Miniſter, or by their Ordinary himſelf, to 
diſcharge their conſciences by preſenting of them, and-not.to incurr 
ſo deſperately the ſaid hornble fin of perjury. 


XX1. 

Ainiſters not to Preach, or adminifter the Communion tn private houſes, 
N® Miniſter ſhall Preach, or adminiſter the holy Communion in 

any private houle, except 1t be in times of necesſity, when any 
being either ſo 1mpotent as h? cannot go the Church, or very dan- 
geroully fick, are deſirous to be partakers of that holy Sacrament, 
under pain of ſuſpenſion Tor the firit offence, and Excommunication 
for the ſecond. Provided, that houſes are here reputed for private 
kouſes, wherein are no Chappels dedicated and allowed by the Ec- 
cleliaſtical laws of this Realm.

Miniſters not to hold private Converſgicles. 

Oraſmuch as all Conventicles and ſecret meetings of Prieſis 
* and Miniſters have been ever juſtly accounted very- huriful to 
the ſtate of the Church wherein they live : We do now ordain and 
conſtitute, that no Prieſts or Miniſ.ers of the word of God, nor any 
other perſons ſhall meet together in any private houſe, or elſewhere, 
to conſult upon any matter or courſe to be taken by them, or upon 
their motion or direCion by any other, which may any way tend 
to the impeaching or depraving of the Doctrine of the Church of 
Ireland, or of the Book of Common Prayer, or of any part of the 
Government and Diſcipline now efcabliſhed '1n the Church of 1re- 
land, under pain of Excommunicaticn. 


XXII. 
Of Ordering Eccleſtaſiicall Turifdiftion. 
NO Archbiſhop, Biſhop, or other perſon whatſoever , having Ec- 
* "cleſiaſtical Juriſdiftion, ſhall appoint, conftitute,make and con- 
firm any Chancellor , Commiſſary , or Official for longer time than 
their own incumbency , except he be of the full age of twenty ſix 
years at leaſt , and one that is learned 1n the civil and eccleſiaſtical 
Jaws, and is at the leaſt a maſter of Arts, or Batchelor of law,and is 
reaſonably well praCtiſed in the courſe thereof. Neither ſhall they 
let their Juriſdiions to farm, or grant, or confirm to any man, the | 
next, ſecond, or third advowſon of any Prebend or Benefice, being 
in their gift. And if they fhall make or confirm any ſuch Grant or 
Patent of the place of Chancellor, Commiſſary,or Official, for long- 
er term than during their Incumbency,to any that 1s not qualified,as 
1s hereby required, then thefaid perſon fo accepting the ſaid Patent 
or Grant,is to be held anddeclared uncapable thereof, to all **=nts - 
whatſoever. Laſtly, the ſaid Archbiſhops and Biſhops, ſhall <0, 
| that the clergy and people be not burdened with unjuſt ex. .c.ions 
their ſervants and Officers in their Viſitations: And that _— 
tne -

the Archbiſhops therein, ſhall charge their Suffragans, nor the Biſk; 
ops their Clergy, with any NoCtials, or RefeCtions, over and aboye 
their ordinary procurations, (reſerving notwithſtanding unto the 
Archbiſhops in their Viſitations, the RefeCtions uſually heretofore 
received in thoſe Dioceſles, where the ſame procurations are not re. 
ceived by them, which are yearly paid by the Clergy unto their Bj. 
ſhops.) And that no Archbiſhop or Biſhop ſhall demand from the 
Executors or Adminiſtrators of any of their Clergy, any Heriots 
or Mortuaries; as in ſame place of this Kingdom heretofore hath 
been accuſtomed. | 


XXIV. 
Of ordering the Revenues of Eccleſiaſtical Perſons. 

TO Archbiſhop, Biſhop, Dcan and Chapter, or Dignitary, ſhall in 
” any wiſe diminiſh the ancient Revenues of their Sees, or Chur- 
ches,nor alicnate their Lands in Fee-farm, nor deſtroy their woods, 
nor give power to their Tenants to make waſte thereof, nor by any 
deviſe, demiſe their Mznſal or Demeſne Lands, unleſs it be to their 
Curares, aCtually diſcharging the ſaid Cures, without forty days ab- 
ſence in any one year, and to them for no longer time or term, than 
during their own Incumbency. Neither ſhall tuey joyn with any 
Dignitary, Prebend, or other Beneficiary” or Benefictarics to con- 
firm the Leaſes or alicnations made. or to be made by him or them, 
of any Eccleſiaſtical profi.s or obventions. And the {aid Arch- 
biſhops,and Biſhops ſhall carefully provide that all Churches, Chan- 
ccis, and Manſe houſes, the repair whereof properly belongeth to 
them, or any of them, or to any other Eccleitaſtical perſon or 
perſon< be from time to time preſerved from ruine and decay.

when he is preſent, he, with the reſt of the Canons or Prebendaries 
relident, ſhall take ſpecial care that the Statutes and laudable cu- 
ſtoms of their Church (not being contraty to the word of God, or 
prerogative Royal) the. Statutes of this Realm being in force con= 
cerning Eccleſiaſtical Orders, and all other Conſtitutions, now ſet 
forth and confirmed by his Majeſties authority, and ſuch as ſhall be. 
lawfully enjoyned by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs in his Viſitation, ac- 
cording to the Statutes and cuſtoms of the ſame Church, or the Ec- 
clefiaſtical Laws of this Realm, be diligently obſerved. And that 
the petty Canons, 'Ticars Chorals, and other Miniſters of their 
Church, be urged to the itndy of the holy Scriptures, and every one 
of them to have the New Teſtament not only in Engliſh, but alſo in 
Latin, s 
XX VII. 
Deans and Prebendaries to Preach during their Reſidence. 
He Dean, Maſter. Warden, or other chief Governor, Preben= 
daries, and Canons in every Cathedral and Collegiate Church 
ſhall not only Preach there in their own perſons, ſo often as they 
are bound by [.aw, Statute, Ordinance, or Cuſtom, but ſhall like- 
wiſe Preach in other Churches of the ſame Dioceſs where they are 
relident, and eſpecially in thoſe places, whence they, or their Chur- 
Ches receive anv yearly rents or profits. And in caſe they themſelves 
be lick, or la: f:ily abſent, they ſhall ſubſtitute ſuch licenſed Prea- 
cher :o ſupply their turns, as by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs ſhall be 
thought meet to Preach in Cathedral Churches.

Prebendaries to be Reſident upon their Benefices. 

NO Prebendarics or Canons in Cathedral or Collegiate Churches 

havmg one or more Benefices with Cure, (and not being Reſi- 
dentaries in the ſame Cathedral or Collegiate Churches) ſhall under 
colour of the ſid Prebends, abſent themſelves from their Benefices, 
with Cure, above the ſpace of one month in the year,unleſs it be for 
{ome urgent cauſe, and certain time to be allowed by. the Biſhop of 
the Dioceſs. And ſuch of the ſaid Canons and Prebendaries, as by 
the Ordinances of the {aid Cathedral or Collegiate Churches, do 
ſtand bound to-be reſident in the ſame, ſhall ſo among themſelves 
fort and proportion the times of the year concerning reſidence to be 
kept in the ſaid Churches, as that ſome of them always ſhall be per- 
{onally reſident there. And that all thoſe who be, or ſhall be Reſi- 
dentaries in-any Cathedral or Collegiate Church, ſhall after the 
days of their reſidency, appointed by their local Statutes or cuſtoms 
expired; preſently repair to their Benefices, or ſome of them, or to

RXIX. 

Pour ſolemn times appointed for the making of Miniſters. 
"*Oraſmuch as the ancient Fathers of the Church, led by the ex- 
 amples of the Apoſtles, appointed Prayers and. Feaſts to be 

uſed at. the ſolemn ordering of Miniſters, and to. that purpoſe allot- 
ted certain times; in which only ſacred. Orders might be given or 
conferred, We following their holy and religious example, do con- 
ſtitute and decree, that no Deacons. or Miniſters be ordained and 
made, but only upon- the Sundays immediately following ej 
gquatuor temporum, commonly called Ember-weeks, appointed in an- 
cient time for prayer and faſting (purpoſely for this cauſe at their 
firſt Inſtitution,) and ſo continued at this day inthe Church of Jre- 
land: And that this be done in the Cathedral or Pariſh Church 
where the Biſhop reſideth, and in the time of Divine Service, in the 
preſence not only of the Archdeacop, but of the Dean and _ Pre-

hendaries at the leaſt, or (if they ſhall happen by any lawful canſe 
to be let or hindered) in the preſence of four other grave perſons, 
being allowed for publick Preachers. And laſtly, that no perſon of 
what quality or gifts ſoever, be made a Deacon and a Presbyter 
both together upon the ſame day.

The Titles of ſuch as are to be made Minifters. 

7 O perſon ſhall be admitted into ſacred Orders, except he ſhall 
\ at that time exhibit to the Biſhop, of whom he deſireth 1mpo- 
ſition of hands, a preſentation of himſelf to ſome Eccleſiaſtical pre- 
ferment then void in that Dioceſs, or ſhall bring to the ſaid Biſhop 
a true and undoubted Certificate, that either he is provided of ſome 
Cl.urch within the ſaid Dioceſs where he may attend the cure of 
Souls, or of ſome Miniſters place vacant either in the Cathedral

Small Pariſhes to be united, and Reſidence enjoyned. 

Or remedy of the ſinaineſs of the maintenance of the Clergy, 

We ordain that when there's in one Pariſh a Reftory and Vi- 
carage, or portion of Tythes collative, the Biſhop ſhall unite them 
perpetually: And thoſe Unions the Deans and Chapters ſhall be 
bound to confirm to remain perpetually, as one entire Benefice,and 
thzt no Diſpenfations be granted to hold more than one Benefice of 
greater value than forty pounds Engliſh per a77um : But to ſuch 
only as ſhall be very well able and ſuſhcient to diſcharge his duty, 
having taken the degree of a Maſter of Art at leaſt, in ſome Univer- 
ſity within his Majeſties Dominions, and being a publick and ſuf- 
ficient Preacher licenſed. Provided that he who 1s qualified as afore- . 
{aid, ſhall always reſide in one of his Benefices, and ſome reaſonable 
time of every year in cach of them. And laſtly, that he have under 
' him, where he doth not reſide, a Curate able to catechize and in- 
ftru@t the people, to have ſuch maintenance as to the Ordinary ſhall 
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Abſenco of Beneficed men, and Livmgs appropriated to be ſupplyca'oy 


Curates that are allowed Preachers. | 

Very Beneficed man licenſed by the laws of this Realm (upon 

urgent occaſions of other ſervice) not to reſide upon his Bene- 
fice, ſhall cauſe his Cure to be ſupplyed by a Curate thar is a ſuffici- 
ent and licenſed Preacher, if the worth of the Benefice will bear it. 
But whoſoever hath two Benefices, ſhall maintain a Preacher licen-. 
ſd in the Benefice where he doth not reſide, except he Preach him- 
ſelf at both of them uſually. Alſo every Beneficed man ro: allowed 
to bz a Preacher, ſhall procure Sermons to be Preached in his Cure 
once every month at the leaſt, by Preachers lawfully licenſed, if his 
living in the judgment of the Ordinary will be able to bear it. And 
upon every Sunday, when there ſhall not be a Sermon Preached in 
his Cure, he or his Curate ſhall read one of the Homilies preſcribed 
by authority, ta the intents aforeſaid. And as for thoſe Churches 
where all the Tythes both great and ſmall are taken by the Appro- 
priator, we ordam that the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, according to the 
laws of the Church, ſhall allot out of the ſaid &ppropriation, ſuch 
maintenance to a ſufficient Curate, as in equity in his diſcretion ſhall 
ſeem meet and competent. 


XXXVIIE 
None to be Curates but allowed by the Biſhop. 

N O Curate or Miniſter ſhall be permitted to ſerve in any place 
without examination, and tryal firſt to be made of his ſuffici- 
ency, ſobriety and fitneſs every way for the miniſtration whereunto - 
he 1s to be deputed. Having reſpect to the greatneſs of the Cure, 
and meetneſs of the party. And being found worthy, he ſhall be ad- 
mitted by the Biſhop of the Dioctſs in-writing under his hand Teal. 
And the ſaid Curates and Miniſters, if they remove from one Dio- 
ccfs to another, ſhall not be by any means admitted to ſerve, with- 
out teſtimony of the Biſhop -of. the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of the 
place, as aforeſaid, whence they came, in writing, of their honeſty, 
ability, and conformity to the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of the Church of 
treland. Nor any ſhall ſerve more. than two Churches or Chappels 
in one day, and thoſe to be in a convenient diſtance, and unleſs the

And if any in his 
Sermon ſhall publiſh any doctrine, either ſtrange, or diſagreeing 
from the word of God, or from the Articles of Religion generally.

letters ſubſcribed with ſome of their hands that heard him, ſo ſoon 
2s may be, give notice of the ſame to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, that

Miniſters to Confer with Recuſants. 
Very Miniſter being a Preacher, and having any Popiſh Recu-

thereby to reclaim them from their errors. And if -he be not a 
Preacher, or not ſuch 2 Preacher; then he ſhall procure, (if he can 
posſible) ſome that are Preachers ſo qualified, to take pains with | 
them for that purpoſe.

VV any perſon is dangerouſly fick in any Pariſh, (al- 
though they have not formerly reſorted to the Church, 
the Miniſter or Curate having knowledge thereof, ſhall reſort unto 


him or her; (if the Diſeaſe be not known, or probably ſufpeRed to 


be infeftious,) to inſtrutt and comfort them in their diſtreſs, accor- 
ding to the order of the Communion Book, if he be no Preacher : 
Or if he be a Preacher, then as he ſhall think moſt needful and con- 
venient. And when any 1s pasſing out of this life, a Bell ſhall be 
tolled, and the Miniſter ſhall not then flack to do his laſt duty. And 
after the parties death, (if ſo it fall out,) there ſhall be rung no 
more but one ſhort peal, and one other before the Burial, and one 
after the Burial. 
XLII. 
Soberneſs of Converſation, and decency of Apparel required in MMi- 
. HRJEETS. 

Fo Eccleſiaſtical perſons ſhall at any time, other than for their 
L V honeſt neceslities, ſo much as reſort to any Taverns or Alc- 
houſes, neither ſhall: they board or lodge in any ſuch places. Fur- 
thermore, they ſhall not give themſelves to any baſe or ſcervile la- 
bour, or to drinking, or ryot, ſpending their time idly by day or by 
night, nor ſhall they give themſelves to playing at dice, cards, or 


tables, or any other game unbeſeeming their furCtion ; but at all. 


times convenient they ſhall hear or read ſomewhat of the holy 
Scriptures, or ſhall occupy themſelves with ſome other honeſt ſtudy 
or exerciſe, always doing the things which ſhall appertain to ho- 
neſty, and endeavouring to profit the Church of God, having always 
in mind that they ought to excel others in purity of life,and ſhould 


be examples to the people to live well and chriſtian' -, under pain 


of Eccleſiaſtical cenſures to be inflicted with ſeverity according to 
the qualities of their offences. We do likewiſe conſtitute and ap- 
point, that Archbifhops and Biſhops ſhall not intermit to uſe the ac- 
cuſtomed apparel of their degrees. Likewiſe all Deans, Maſters of 
Colledges, Archdeacons, and Prebendaries-in Cathedral and Colle- 
giate Churches, (being Prieſts or Deacons) DoCtors in Divinity, 
Law, and Phylick, Batchellors in Divinity, Maſters of Arts, and 
Batchellors-of Law, haying any A TO living, ſhall uſually 

| wear 
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wear Gowns with ſtanding-collars,and ſleeves ſtreight at the hands; 
or wide ſleeves, as is uſed in the Univerſities, with Hoods, or Tip. 
pets of Silk or Sarcenet, and ſquare Caps in places and times con. 
venient. And that all other Miniſters, admitted or to be admitted 
into that FunCtion, ſhall alſo uſually wear the like-apparel as is a- 
foreſaid, except Tippets only. We do further in like manner or- 
dain, that all the ſaid Eccleſiaſtical perſons above mentioned ſhall 
uſually wear in their journeys, Cloaks with ſleeves, commonly cal- 
led Prieſt-Cloaks, without guards,welts, long buttons, or cuts. And 
no Ecclefiaſtical perſons ſhall wear any coyfe,or wrought night-cap, 
but only plain night-caps of black filk, Sattin, or Velvet. In all 
which particulars concerning the apparel here preſcribed , our 
meaning is not to attribute any holineſs,orſpecial worthineſs to the 
{aid Garments, but for decency, gravity and order. In private hou- 
{es, andin their ſtudies, the faid perſons Eccleſiaſtical may uſe any 
comely and Scholar-like apparel. Provided that it be not cut or 
pinkt, and that in publick they go not 1n their doublet and hoſe 
without coats, or caſſocks : And alſo that they wear not any light- 
-oloured ſtockings. 
XI. 
'. Of Conſecrating of Churches. | 
A S often as Churches are newly built, where formerly there 
were not, or Church-yards appointed for Burial, they ſhall 
be dedicated and conſecrated. Provided that the ancient Churches 
and Church-yards, ſhall not be put to any baſe and unworthy uſe. 


XLIV. 

A Terrier of Glebe-lands, and other poſieſſions belonging to Churches. 
WE ordain that the Archbiſhops and all Biſhops within their ſe- 
| ** yeral Dioceſles, ſhall procure, as much as in them lieth, that a 
true note and Terrier of all the Lands, Glebes, Meadows, Gardens, 
Orchards, Houſes, Stocks, Implements, Tenements and portions of 
Tythes, and all rights whatſoever, which are in poſſesſfion, or of 
right do. belong to their ſeveral Sees, or to any Dignity, Parſonage, 
or Vicarage, or rural Prebend, within any of their Diocelks, be ta- 
ken by the view of honeſt men in every Pariſh, by the appointment 
of the ſaid Archbiſhops or Biſhops, whereof the Minifter to be one, 
and be Jaid up in their ſeyeral Repiſtries to the uſe of poſterity. 
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And the Archbiſhops and Biſhops ſhall in their Viſitations carefull 
provide that this Canon be obſerved, and that the ſaid Terrier bz 
renewed every ten years. And no Miſter ſhall make a leaſe of his 
Glebe-lands, or of his Benefice, or the profits or means thereof, a- 
bove the term of three years at the uttermoſt, ſaving unto all Paten- 
tees from his Majeſty ſuch power as 1s, or hereafter ſhall be granted 
to them in their Patents, to demile their Glebe, or any part there- 
of. 
XLV. 
Payment of Tythes. | 

F Oraſmuch as eyery man is bound to pay his Tythes, no mat: 

ſhall by colour of duty-omitted by their Curates, detain their 
Tythes, and fo requite one wrong with another,or be his own judge; 
but ſhall truly pay the ſame, as hath been accuſtomed, to their Par- 
ſons, Vicars and Curates, without any reſtraint or diminution. And 
for ſuch lack and default as they can juſtly find, in their Parſons, Vi- 
cars and Curates, they ſhall ſeek for reformation to their Ordina- 
ries, and other Superiors; who upon complaint and duewgproof 
thereof, ſhall reform the ſame accordingly. 


XLVI. 
A Regiſtry to be kept of Chriftnings, Weddings, and Burials. 

IN every Pariſh Church and Chappel within this Realm, ſhall be 
provided one Parchment Book; at the charge of the Pariſh, where- 

In ſhall be written, the day and year of every Chriftning, Wedding, 
and Burial, which ſhall be in the Pariſh, from the time that this Ca- 
non ſhall be eſtabliſhed. And for the ſafe keeping of the ſaid Book, 
the Churchwardens, at the charge of the Pariſh, ſhall provide one 
{ure coffer, with three locks and keys, whereof the one to remain 
with the Miniſter, and the other two with the Church-wardens ſe- 
veral : So that neither the Miniſter without the Church-wardens, 
nor the Church-wardens without the Miniſter, ſhall at any time 
take that Book out of the ſaid Coffer. And henceforth, upon every 
Sabbath-day, immediately after morning and evening Prayer, the 
Miniſter and Church-wardens, ſhall take the ſaid Parchment Book 
- out of the ſaid Coffer: And the Miniſter in the preſence of the 
Church-wardens ſhall write and Record in the ſaid Book,the names 
of all perſons Chriſtned, together _ the names and — of 
2 tnew 
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their Parents, and alſo'the names of all-perſons, married and buried 
n that pariſh the week before, by the miniſter or his curate, and the 
day and the yeare of every ſuch chriſtening , mariage and buriall. 
And that done, they ſhall lay up the book in the coffer, as before. 
And the miniſter, and churchwardens,nnto every pageof that book, 
(when it ſhall be filled with ſuch inſcriptions) ſhall ſubſcribe their 
names. And the churchwardens, ſhall once every year, within one 
month after the 25 day of /Yarch,tranſmit unto the biſhop of thedio- 
cels, or his chancelior,a true copy of the names of all perſons chriſt- 
ned, married, or buricd, in their pariſh in the yeare before (ended 
the faid 25. day of March, and the certain days and months, in 
which every ſuch chriſtning,marriage and burial was had, to be ſub- 
icribed with the hands of the ſaid Miniſter and Church-wardens, to 
the end the fame may faithfully be preſerved in the Regiſtry of the 
ſaid Biſhop, which Certificate ſhall be received without Fee. Andif 
the Miniſter or Church-wardens ſhall be negligent in the perfor- 
mance of any thing herein contained, it ſhall be lawful for the Biſh- 
oP, or his Chancellor to convent them, and proceed againſt every 
of them, as contemners of this our conſtitution. 


XLVII. 
None to Marry within the degrees prohibited. 

NO perſons ſhall Marry within the degrees prohibited-by the laws 

of God, and expreſſed in a Table ſet forth by authority in Eng- 
land, in the year of our Lord God 1563. And all Marriages ſo made 
and contraCted, ſhall be adjudged inceſtuous and unlawful, and con- 
ſequently ſhall be diflolved, as void from the beginning. And the 
parties ſo married, ſhalt be by courſe of Law ſeparated. And the 
aforeſaid Table ſhall be in every Church publickly ſet up, and fixed 
at the charge of the Pariſh. 


XLVIII. 
None to Marry under xxi years without their Parents conſent. 
To childrea under the age of xxi years compleat, ſhall-contract 
* themſelves, or marry without the conſent of their Parents, or of 
their Guardians and Goyernors, if their Parents be deceaſed.

Security to be taken at the granting of ſuch Licences, ts Marry without 
publication of Banns, and under what conaitions. 

Tx ſecurity mentioned ſhall contain theſe conditions: Eirſt,

any impediment of precontract, conſanguinity, afſhnity, or other 
!2wful cauſe, to hinder the faid Marriage : Secondly, that there 1s 
not any controverſy or ſuit depending in any Court before any EC- 
cleſiaſtical Judge, touching any contract or marriage of either of 
the ſaid parties with any other. Thirdly, that they have obtained 
thereunto the expreſs conſent of their Parents, (if they be living, ) 
or otherwiſe of their Guardians or Governors. Laſtly, that they, 
ſhall celebrate the ſaid Matrimony publickly, in the Pariſh Charch 
or Chappel where one of them dwelleth, and in no other place ; and 
that, between the hours of eight and twelve in the forenoon.

For the avoiding of all fraud and colluſion 1n the obtaining of ſuch 
licences and diſpenfations ; We further conſtitute and appoint, 
that before any licence for the celebration of Matrimony, without 
publication of Bannes be had and granted, it ſhall appear to the 
Judge, by the Oaths of two ſufficient witneſſes, one of them to be 
known to the aforeſaid Judge himfelf, or to ſome other perſon of 
good reputation then preſent,and known ltkewiſe to the ſaid Judge: 

That the expreſs conſent of the Parents, or Parent (if one be dead) 
or Guardians or Guardian of the parties, is thereunto had and ob- 
tained.

FF both the parties which are to Marry , being in Widowhood , 
do ſeek a faculty, for the forbearing of Bannes ; Then the clauſe 
before-mentioned, requiring the Parents conſent, may be omitted, 
but the Pariſbes where they dwell both, ſhall be expreſſed in the li- 
cence, as alſo the Pariſh named where the Marriage ſhall be celebra- 
ted.

O Miniſter of what place ſoever, nor under colour of any pe- 
culiar liberty- or priviledge, claimed to appertain to any 
Church or Chappel, ſhall upon pain of deprivation, if he be bene- 
ficed, or degradation, if he be not beneficed, celebrate Matrimony 
between any perſons, without a faculty or licence granted, except 
the Bannes of Matrimony have been firſt publiſhed three ſeveral Sun- 
days or Holy-days, in the time of Divine Service, in the Pariſh 
Churches and Chappels wherein the ſaid parties have dwelled, by 
:the ſpace of three months before. Neither ſhall any miniſter upon 
the like pain, under any pretence whatſoever, joyn any perſons in 
Marriage at any unſeaſonable times, but only between the hours of 
eight and twelve in the forenoon, nor in any private place ; but 
either in the aid Churches or Chappels where one of them dwel- 
leth, and likewiſe in time of Divine Service, nor when Bannes are 
thrice asked before the parties and Governors of the parties to be 
Married being under the age of 21 years, ſhall eitherperſonally, or 
by ſufficient teſtimony, ſignify to him their conſents given to the ſaid 
Marriage. —© ME ONYY |

No Sentence for Divorce to be given upon the ſols Confeſſion of the parties. 
Oraſmuch as Matrimonial cauſes have been always reckoned 
and reputed amongſt the weightieſt, and therefore require the 

greater caution when they come to be handled, and debated in judg- 
ment, eſpecially in cauſes wherein Matrimony, having been in the 
Church duly ſolemniz'd, 1s requir'd upon any ſuggeſtion, or pretext 
whatſoaver, to be diflolved or annulled. We do ſtraightly charge 
and enjoyn, that in all proceedings to divorce, and nullities of Ma- 
trimony, good circumſpection and adviſe be uſed,and that the trutl: 
may (as far as 1s posſible) be ſifred out, by the depoſition of wit- 
neſſes, and other lawful proofs and evictions, and that credit be not 
given to the ſole confesſ1on of the parties themſelves, howſoever ta- 
ken upon Oath, either within or without the Court. 


LIV. 
No Sentence of Divorce to be given but 1n open Court. 
NO fentence ſhall be given either for ſeparation a T hors & Menſa, 
or for annulling of pretended Matrimony, but in open Court, 
and in the ſeat of Juſtice. And that with the knowledge and conſent, 
either of the Archbiſhop within his Province, or of the Biſhop with- 
in his Dioceſs, or Sede vacante, of the Guardians of the Spirituali- 
ties, or the Judge of the Prerogative, 1n their ſeveral Juriſdiftions 
and Courts, and concerning them only, that are then dwelling un- 
der their Juriſdiction.

F Or the avoiding of the unjuſt vexation of the people, and for the 
”* better preſerving of order in the exerciſe of Eccleſiaſtical Jurif. 
dition , we ordain and appoint that the Probate of all Wills , and 
granting adminiſtration of the goods of any defunct, ſhall be had 
before the Biſhop of the Dioceſs where he dwelled, unleſs it do ap. 
pear, that the ſaid defunCt had goods to the value of five pounds 
ſterling in any other Dioceſs; In which caſe , the ſaid Probate, and 
granting adminiſtrations, ſhall be referred tothe Prerogrative court, 
Provided, That if any dye, 7» ztinere, the goods that he hath a- 
bout him at that preſent, ſhall not cauſe his Teſtament, or the admi. 
niſtration to belyable to the Prerogative court. And the ſame order 
ſhall bz holden in Appeals ; without pasſing by the intermediate 
Juriſdition, upon pain of nullity in all Acts contrary .to this Ca- 
non.

at the leaſt is expired, ſince he firſt tendred his preſentation to the

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his office for half a yeare, and nullity of the ſaid double Quarrel, ſo 
unduly procured to all intents and purpoſes. 


LVIIL. 
Inhibitions not to be granted without the ſubſcription of an Advocate. 

Hat the Juriſdictions of Biſhops may be preſerved, as near as 
fi may be, entire and free from prejudice ; and that for the be- 
hoof of the Subjefts of this land, better proviſion be made, that 
henceforward they be not grieved with frivolous & wrongful ſuits 
and moleſtations : It is ordained and provided, That no Inhibition 
ſhall be granted out of any Court belonging to the Archbiſhop of the 
Province, or the ſupreme Prerogative, at the inſtance of any party,

no Advocate at all, then ſhall the ſubſcription of a Proctor practi- 
ling in the ſame Court, be held ſuthcient. 


LIX. 
Inhibitions not to be granted, until the Appeal be exhibited to the Fudges. 
T's further ordered and decreed, that henceforward no Inhibi- 
ton be granted by occaſton of any interlocutory decree, or in 
cauſe of correction whatſcever, except under the form aforeſaid. 
And moreover, that before the going out of any ſuch Inhibition, the 
Appeal it ſelf, or a copy thereof, avouched by Oath to be juſt and.

tnaring him his Fee. And it any Judge or Regiſter ſhall either Pro- 
eure, or permit any Inhibition to be ſcaled, fo as 15 ſaid ; contrary 
to the form and limitation above ſpecified, let him be ſuſpended 
trom the execution of his Office, for the ſpace of three months. If 
any ProCtor, or other per{5n whatſoever by his appointment, ſhall 
oitend in any of the premilles, either by making, or ſeading ont any 
Inhibition, contrary to the Tenor of the ſaid premiſles, let him be 
removed from the exerciſe of his Office for the ſpace of a whole 


year, without hope of releaſe, or reſtoring, 


LX. 
Solemn Denunciation of parties Excommunicated. 

ALL Ordinaries ſhall in their ſeveral Juriſdictions carefully ſee, 
and give order that as well thoſe, who for revolting, and ſtill 
obſtinate refuſing to frequent Divine Service, eſtabliſhed by pub- 
lick authority within this Realm of Jreland, as alſo, (eſpecially of 
the better ſort and condition,) who for notorious contumacy,or no- 
table crimes ſtand lawfully excommunicate, (unleſs within three 
months immediately after the ſaid ſentence of excommunication 
pronounced againſt them,they reform themſelves, and obtain the 
benefit of abſolution) be every ſix months enſuing, as well in the Pa- 
riſh Church, as in the Cathedral Church of the Dioceſs in which 
they remain, by the Miniſter openly, in the time of Divine ſervice 
upon ſome Sunday declared, and pronounced excommunicate ; that 
others may be thereby admoniſhed,and excited to refrain their com-. 

pany and ſociety. 

LXI. 
Notorious crimes and ſcandals to be certified into. Eccleſiaſtical Courts by 
preſentments. | 

| FF any offend their brethren, either by Adultery, Whoredom, In- 
- ceſt, or Drunkennefs, or by Swearing, Ribauldry, Uſury, or any 
other uncleanneſs and wickedneſs of life ; the Churchwardens, or 
Queſtmen and Sidemen, in their next preſentments to their Ordina-

JF the Churchwardens, or Queſtmen,or asſiſtants,do, or ſhall know 

any man within the Pariſh, or elſewhere, that is an hinderer of 
the word of God to be read, or ſincerely preached, or of the execu- 
tion of theſe our conſtitutions, or a fautor of any uſurped or for- 
reign power by the laws of this Realm juſtly rejected, and taken a- 
way,or a defender of Popiſh or erronious doCtrine, they ſhall deteQ 
and preſent the ſame to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of 
the place,to be cenſured, and puniſhed, according to ſuch Ecclefiaſtt- 
cal laws as are preſcribed 1n that behalt. 


XIII. 
Not Cemmunicants at Eater to be preſented. 
THe Miniſter, Churchwardens, Queftmen and asſiſtants of every 
Pariſh Church and Chappel, ſhall yearly within forty days after 
Eaſter, exhibit to the Biſhop, or his Chancellor, the names and ſur- 
names of all the Pariſhioners, as well men women ; which being at 
the age of ſixteen years, received not the Communion at Eaſter be- 


fore. 
EXIN. 
Minifters may preſent. 

Ecauſe it often cometh to paſs, that the Churchwardens, Side. 
men, Queſtmen, and ſuch others of the Laity, as are to take 
care for the ſuppresling of ſin and wickedneſs,in their ſeveralPariſh- 
es, as much as in them lyeth, by admonition, reprehenſton, and de- 
nunciation to their Ordinaries, do forbear to diſcharge their duties 
therein,either through fear of their Superiors,or through negligence. 
(more than were fit) the licenſiouſneſs of theſe times conſidered, 
 Weordain, that hereafterevery Parſon and Vicar, or in the lawfull 
abſence of any Parſon, or Vicar, then their Curates and ſubſtitutes 
may joyn in every preſentment, with the ſaid Church-wardens Side- 
men, and the reſt above mentioned, at the times hereafter limited , 
if the ſaid Churchwardens and the reſt will preſent ſuch enormities, 
as are apparent in the Pariſh ; or if they will not, then every ſuch 
Parſon and Vicar, or in their abſence, as is aforeſaid, their Curates

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may themſelves preſent to the Ordinaries, at ſuch times, and when 
elic they think it meer, all ſuch crimes, as they havein charge other- 
wiſe, as by them, (being the perſon that ſhould have the chief care 
for the ſuppresſing of fin, and impicty in their Pariſhes, ) ſhall be 
thought to require due reformation. Provided alwayes, that, if any 
one confeſs his ſecret and hidden fin to the Miniſter, for the unbur- 
thening of his conſcience, and to receive ſpiritual conſolation and 
eaſe of his minde from him, We do not any way binde the ſaid Mi- 
niſter, by this our conſtitution, bur do ſtraghtly charge and admo- 
niſh him, that he do not any time reveal, and make known to any 
perſon whatſoever, any crime, or offence ſo committed to his truſt 
and ſecrefie,, ( except they beſuch crimes , as by the Laws of this 
Realme his own life may be called into queſtion for concealing of 
the ſame )under pain of irregularity. 


LXV. 
Miniſters, and Churchwardens not to be ſued for preſentirg. 
Hereas for the reformation of criminous perſons, and diſor- 
Cers In every Pariſh , the Churchwardens,, Queſtmen., Side- 
men, and ſuch other Officers,as are ſworn, and the Miniſter charged 


to preſent, as well the crimes and diſorders.committed by the faid 
criminous perſons, as alſo the common fame which is ſpread abroad 
of them, whereby they are often maligned, and ſometimes troubled 
by the ſaid delinquents, or their friends: We do admoniſh and ex- 
hort all Judges, both Eccleſiaſtical and. temporal, as they regard 
and reverence the fearfull judgment ſeat of the higheſt Judge , that 
they admit not in any of their Courts, any complaint, plea, ſuit, or 
ſuits, againſt any ſuch Church-warden, Queſtmen, Sidemen, or 
other Church Officers, for making any ſuch preſentments, nor a- 
gainſt any Miniſter for any preſentment he ſhall make, tending to 
the reſtraint of ſhameleſs impiety: and coſidering that the rules both 
of charity and government,do preſume that they did nothing there- 
in of malice, but for the diſcharge of their conſcience.

and Advocates; but alſogive occaiion cothe ſtanders by, of contempt 
& calumny toward the Court it ſelf. That more reſpe& may be had 
tothe dignity of the Judge,than heretofore, & that cauſes may more 
and commodioully be handled and diſpatched : We cnarge and en- 
joyn, that all Proctors 19 the ſaid Court do eſpecially intend, that 
the Acts may be faithtully entred, and ſet down by the Regiſter, 
according to the advice and direion of the Advocate. That the 
Faid ProCtors refrain loud ſperch, and brabling, and behave them- 
£:1ves quietly and modeſtly, and that when either the Judges, or 
Advocates, or any of them ſhall happen co ſpeak, they preſeatly 
be ulent, upon pain of filencinz for two whole terms, then imme- 
diately following every ſuch oftence of theirs. And if any of them 
ſhall the ſecond cime offend herein, and after due manition ſhall not 
retorm himſelf, ler him be for ever removed from his pratice.

but ſuch as were preſcnr, and gave their voices unto them; he ſhall be cxcommunicated, and
